TMt ASSAULTS AT OCTTYfSURO AND 
KKMESAW 


"Shortly after thr battle of Chick* 
manga." mid Captain rttch. "I waa ap- 
potntad chief qnartenuaater of the sig¬ 
nal corps of the department of the 
Cumberland, stationed at Chattanooga. 
On taking account of the quartermas¬ 
ter's storm 1 found that 1 was in need 
of some light wagons to be used in the 
mountainous country, and the only 
way to get them was to go to Nash¬ 
ville and bare them made, so 1 weal to 
NssbrUle sod bad five light wagons 
made by tbe quartermaster's depart¬ 
ment. Wbeu 1 got back to Chattanoo¬ 
ga wttb the wagons. 1 put a citlsea 
teamster In charge of the wagons and 
mules. 

"The teamster, being a green hand, 
did not know that mules would eat 
anything within their reach and Inno¬ 
cently tied them to the wheels of the 
wagons. Not long after that I got an 
order to be ready to march, and ou go¬ 
ing out to Inspect my outfit 1 found 
that tbe mules bad eaten the spokes of 
tbs wheels nearly off. so that tbe wag¬ 
ons were ready to fall down of their 
own accord. As l could not nse them 
1 bad no recourse but to drop them 
from my returns, and. being obliged to 
assign a reason for so dropping them. I 
gave the true one—rla. 'Lateo by 
mules.’ 

“Shortly afterward I got a letter 
from tbe quartermaster general sarcas¬ 
tically Inquiring If Lieutenant Fitch 
bad observed whether tbe moles had 
eaten the tires or not I replied that ( 
presumed they bad. as they seemed to 
be thoroughly tired tbe next day. Tbe 
quartermaster general wrote back. 
‘Any further trifling wttb this depart¬ 
ment on tbe part of Lieutenant Fltcb 
will probably result In bis being retired 
to private life.' Thereupon 1 dropped 
tbe subject, but my first report was 
correct." 

“At Chlckamauga." said the major. 
*Tx>og8Treel's men ran over our head¬ 
quarters teams. Every mule In one of 
tbe teams went down, and tbe wagon 
Mood an obstruction In tbe road. Flee 
minutes later every mule was oo Its 
feet, and a wounded teamster yelled at 
them to poll out. Tbey started without 
more ado. swept aloug tbe road after 
our broken regiments and. turning at 
Just the rlfbt point, esme Into our new 
lines and stopped where tbe headquar¬ 
ters flag bad been stuck In tbe ground. 
Tbe driver reported later and drove Io¬ 
ta Chattanooga. 

“One of these mules tbe olgbt before 


had raided the Confederate pickets and 
had returned to our bivouac under a 
furious firs. Tbe men of tbe brigade 
took a solemn vow to shoot the mis¬ 
chievous mole at daylight, but when 
daylight came they bad other things to 
s hsot at. and the mole was forgotten 
until be came in at the bead of tbe 
team attached to the headquarters 

nessed the charge and tbe sacape of the 
driveriesa team counted the male’s dev¬ 
our as nothing.’* 

That charge of Loogstreet, by tbe 
way.** aaM the colonel “was one of tbe 
great charges of tbe war. and It was as 
■scvsaSfni as any aa a breaker of lines. 
Of cen se s we think ef Pickett's charge 
of Gettysburg la a class to Itself, but I 
have often wondered whether the 
Co loo aasnnlt oo the Confederate post¬ 
al Keoeaaw 

lftH. should not be pot In tbe list with 
the Confederate charge at Gettysburg 
flckttfi charge was of course tbe 
mare spectacular, and tbe seasoning 
farce waa more compact, but while It 
brake tbe Union line at sue point K 
waa driven back In disastrous retreat. 

“The direct sees ok on the fortified 
line ou Keoeaaw was made by three 
brigades, no better troops than Pick 
eH'e Virginians, but It must be remem¬ 
bered that while tbey felled to pierce 
the Confederate lloe tbey beld tbelr po¬ 
sition end did not retreat. Their lose 
wee correspondingly as heavy pick 
etCa at Gettsbnrg. Sherman s idea was 
to show bis own army as well aa the 
Goo federate army that lie coaid make 
a frontal attack. If tbe assault bad 
been made and tbe seasoning column 
had retired, as did Pickett’s column at 
Gettysburg, tbe effect oo tbe army 
would not bare been as It area when 
the regiments that led tbe assault dong 
to tbelr posit loo not more than 30 paces 
from tbe Confederate parapets 

“The attack failed except In that It 
was an Illustration of tbe spirit of tbe 
Union troops to assault. Lee's purpose 
at Gettysburg was undoubtedly to 
drive Pickett's 16.000 men Uke a wedge 
through tbe Uoloo lines Tbe failure 
of tbe attempt led to tbe retreat of tbe 
afbole Confederate army. Sherman's 
at Keoeaaw was to capture 
the Confederate fortifications Tbe at¬ 
tach let *o tbe retreat not of Sherman’s 
army, but of tbe Confederate army, 
and I have always bald that tbe ground 
wblcb tbe Union regiments of 
that day swept forward ought to be as 
te the men of McCook's Bar¬ 
ker's sod M He bell's brigades as Is tbe 
it y s b urg ttr rbr uwu nr
